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Summary of Record of Interview Requirements 



Manual of Patent Examining Procedure (MPEP), Section 713.04, Substance of Interview Must be Made of Record 

A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview. 

Title 37 Code of Federal Regulations (CFR) § 1.133 Interviews 
Paragraph (b) 

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.111, 1.135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 



37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

Applicants' proposed amendments to the claims were discussed. The proposed amendments to recite 80% identity 
to SEQ ID NO: 1 would still be rejected under 35 USC 112, 1st paragraph, for lack of enablement and 35 USC 103 as 
being obvious over the references of record. Although prior art amino acid sequences of xylose isomerases described 
in WO 04/99381 and WO 06/009434 were found to have 97% and 83% identity to SEQ ID NO: 1 , this does not provide 
specific guidance and prediction for altering the amino acid sequence of SEQ ID NO: 1 without inactivating enzyme 
activity. Regarding the obviousness rejection, recombinantly expressing and purifying desired proteins from host cells 
is a well established goal and motivation for obtaining large, purified quantities of desired proteins. Applicants' 
arguments that most of the available xylose isomerases for which expression in yeast had been attempted but failed 
would be considered if an appropriate declaration presenting such evidence were to be filed. 

Amending the claims to recite that the claimed host cell is transformed with a nucleic acid expression construct 
comprising a nucleotide sequence encoding a xylose isomerase having 95% identity to SEQ ID NO: 1 in combination 
with additional genetic modifications, such as increased transport of xylose into the host cell, increased xylulose kinase 
activity decreased sensitivity to catabolite repression, and increased tolerance to ethanol, osmolarity, and organic 
acids, would aide in overcoming the enablement and obviousness rejections of record. .
